He tosses 
and turns in that water. He makes the waves as high as houses.

Neeltje was the teacher and Corrie was sitting on a 
milking stool, which served as a desk in class. The teacher came and sat next to Corrie also 
on a milking stool.

It is always nice and warm in the hay above 
the cows. During the Summer they always ride on top of the hay wagons. You are lying 
down on a nice feed of hay, high and dry, and you softly swing from side to side.

Of course, this morning we sang our National Anthem “Wilhelmus” and 
Mr Schouten told us about the Princesses. 


It's Saturday night right now. Tomorrow it will be Sunday. No work will be carried out on 
the farm that day. Of course, the livestock has to be fed. Also, the cows have to be milked. 
That goes without saying. 


Tomorrow morning, we ride to the Church with the black one in front. Then, the school lies 
deserted next to the Church. Then, from all directions, all the men come along in their black 
suits and the women with their white laced hats. The boys wear their Sunday Best suit on 
and the girls their Sunday best skirt. That's when they walk, not running or chasing, across 
the Church square, quietly next to Mum & Dad. Do you hear the wind? 


Here comes another wind gust. It rages through the trees on the farm. He is pulling again on 
the roof tiles. Wow, it is as if he just pulled some roof tiles loose. And yes, they fell on the 
bricks below next to the house, all in broken pieces. Gert is now becoming a little bit afraid, 
all alone in the big attic. Should he go downstairs? Go to his Mum & Dad? But they are 
already in bed. They are sleeping in the big bedstee in the upstairs bedroom. Neeltje was 
allowed to sleep with them. She was scared. But Gert? He didn't want to be scared. But 
isn't he a boy? And boys don’t get scared, do they? Neeltje is a girl, and she is only 7 years 
old. And Mientje, his youngest sister, is only 2 years old. She is asleep of course in a small 
cot in the upstairs bedroom. She won't hear a thing from these stormy winds. Oh, how Gert 
wished he were just as small, so that he too would be asleep now and these gusty winds 
wouldn't bother him at all. Should he go downstairs? *No," he heard himself say half 
loudly. *No" and he pulled his blankets over his head.

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Exhibition: The History of Wooden Boat Building in WA. 25 years of Duyfken Replica. 
The Duyfken 1606 Replica Foundation, folded on the 30th of June 2021. It was founded on 
February 25th of 1995 at the Maritime Museum in Fremantle. After so many years, this was the 
end of a voyage that started with an idea in 1993. 

The idea to build an authentic replica of the Duyfken was hatched by local historian Michael 
Young and driven by a passionate group of Western Australian maritime enthusiasts. 

The replica was built to counter two of Australia’s popular historical myths; 

Dirk Hartog was the first European to step ashore in Australia and Captain Cook discovered 
Australia. 

The group of enthusiasts ultimately became the Duyfken 1606 Replica Foundation under the 
leadership of Michael G. Kailis, who was instrumental in helping raise $3.5 million for the project. 
Immense interest was generated throughout the Western Australia Community and thousands of 
people helped to support the project, either financially or with hands-on help. 

Friends of the Duyfken and the Duyfken 1606 Club represented the wider Community and 
Business supporters. Among that group was Duyfken Foundation chairman Rinze Brandsma, 
Board Member Charlie Welker and Project Director Graeme Cocks. 

Funding was provided by the Governments of the Netherlands, Western Australia, Queensland, and 
Australia as well as the Lotteries Commission of WA, private donors, the MG Kailis Group of 
Companies and a whole raft of other Companies and Members of the Community, especially the 
Dutch Community, many of those were or are Members of the Dutch Club Neerlandia. 

During construction, volunteers assisted professional shipwrights, while volunteer guides showed 
people over the ship as she was being built. 

The book that inspired Michael Young to build the replica of the Duyfken is the book: "The first 
recorded European ship that visited the Coast of Australia", written by Priscilla Murdoch. 

That book will be one of the many amazing objects, models, photo's, art and memorabilia, that will 
be on display during the special Exhibition at the end of this year in the Shipwrecks Gallery. It is

It is one of the stops on the Elfstedentocht (the 11 Cities Ice 
Skating Race) which was featured in our last magazine. 
These very same 11 Cities have recently (2020) installed remarkable fountains in the centre 
of their Cities. Each of them is a work of art in its own right and worth seeing. 

This followed a worldwide competition for artists to design those 11 fountains. We do not 
have the room to publish photos of them all, but at the bottom of the pages there are some 
photos, their name and location. 


History: 

The historical Town of Stavoren was granted City rights between 
1060 and 1067, making it the oldest City in Friesland. 

The place was built around the year 900 on a watercourse and gained 
City rights. 
Stavoren had good trade relations with the Countries around the Baltic ges 
Sea through the importation of grain, which was needed for the 
rapidly growing Frisian population, but never achieved the status and 
wealth of the North Dutch Cities on the Western shore of the IJsselmeer. 

In the early days the Frisian Kings resided here. It is mentioned in early texts as the burial 
place of the early Kings of Friesland, including the first Christian King Adgil II (d. 730), 
who was a son of Redbad, the last pagan King, who lived from about 670 to 719. 

At the end of the Middle Ages, Stavoren fell into disrepair, after a sandbank formed outside 
the harbour, blocking ships from entering and leaving. 

In 1657, the entire City was submerged in a great flood. 

In the 17th and 18th centuries, the City got better before it went into 
decline again in the 19th century. 


Transport: 

In 1899, the place had 868 inhabitants. After the construction of the 
Stavoren-Leeuwarden railway and the establishment of a ferry 
connection to Enkhuizen on the other side of the Ijsselmeer, with a j 
connection to the Zaandam / Enkhuizen Amsterdam railway, the port Canals through the 
of Stavoren gained in importance again. City.

Tourism: 
Today the place lives mainly from tourism, 
which is almost completely oriented towards 
water sports. It has become one of the Town's 
main sources of income. Several marinas were 
built on the outskirts. 
The appearance of the sandbank is the topic of 
the Dutch Renaissance folk-tale of the Lady of 
Stavoren. It is one of the most famous legends of 
Dutch folk literature about the medieval 
character: "Wyfke fan Starum" (Dutch: Vrouwe 
van Stavoren). 
This Tale dates from the 16th century and is roughly as follows: 
In the Middle Ages, the widow of a very wealthy merchant lived in Stavoren. The haughty 
woman owned more ships than all the other merchants and shipowners in the City 
combined, and her wealth grew day by day. 
Despite her great wealth, she was not satisfied. She desired to have the most precious 
possession in the world and sent the captain of one of her ships out to get it for her. 
After a long journey to Danzig, he found the best wheat he had ever seen. He returned with 
this wheat. 
But the merchant's widow had imagined other treasures. Angrly she asked the captain: "On 
which side did you have the wheat loaded?" He replied: "On the port side". Thereupon she 
ordered the skipper to dump the cargo on the starboard side back into the sea. A bystander 
heard this and prophesied that one day she would have to beg out of poverty. Then she 
pulled a precious gold ring from her finger and threw the piece of jewelry into the sea as 
well. She added: "As little as this golden ring will ever return to me, so little will I ever 
suffer p 
HH A short time later, the haughty woman's maid found the ring in a 
fish, that she was preparing for lunch. The mistress was very 
frightened. Then she learned that same evening that several of her 
ships had sunk, *with man and mouse", in a storm on the high seas.
